MORAL OF THE GOFFEE SHORTAGE 


Even in Costa Rica coffee costs 90¢ a pound; it’s their chief 
cash crop but they haven’t kept enough for their own use. 
The shortage, in short, is real, not phony; and the big Bra- 
zilian frost of July 1953 is the central villain, speculators and 
middlemen being just stagehands. The Pan-American Coffee 
Bureau, urging leading American women to come to Brazil and 
“see for themselves,” trust that we will curb our resentment 
and remember “the age-old law of supply and demand.” 
Sure, Americans understand that law all right, and when 
we are on the producing end of a world shortage, we like 
high prices as well as anybody. We cannot therefore begrudge 
our Brazilian friends their temporary advantage (those whose 
trees weren't frozen). However, Americans also understand 
that this advantage brings with it another, namely wind- 
fall profits. Historically these are a very important source 


of capital, and capital is something Brazil badly needs. 

So here is our hope and our advice for lucky Brazilian 
coffee planters. Take your profits, amigos; but don’t then 
fritter them all away on Cadillacs, jewelry, mink coats and 
real-estate speculation. Put some of them into the kind of 
investment that will help build up the country and yield 
steady returns later on. That’s what we North Americans did 
even when we were “underdeveloped.” 

If this advice is taken, Brazil will not have to be borrowing 
so much and so often from the Export-Import Bank, the 
World Bank and other extraneous sources. Capitalism is a 
wonderful system, and windfall profits are not its least pleas- 
ant feature. But the system won’t last long, and backward 
countries will remain backward, if somebody who really cares 
about tomorrow doesn’t send those profits back to work. 


THE PRESIDENT CAN IMPROVE ON RANDALL

Europe has given a pretty poor reception to the report of the 
Randall Commission on U.S. Foreign Economie Policy. The 
London Economist has concluded that the U.S. is not going 
to do its hoped-for share to unshackle trade in the Free World, 
and that Europe must therefore figure on “controlling its dol- 
lar trade more tightly.” The disillusion of The Economist 
is not the only danger signal. From Western Europe and the 
Middle East practical businessmen are rushing to Moscow, 
seeking in the post-Stalin thaw the new markets they despair 
of finding in the U.S. 

East-West trade, the latest business fad, is filling the vac- 
uum of hope left by the Randall reports. French, Belgian and 
British businessmen in Moscow have been getting real orders 
for all kinds of “nonstrategic” heavy equipment. Even Amer- 
ican firms are said to be bidding. With men like National 
Steel’s Ernest Weir getting reprinted in Pravda, we may soon 
see the old Amtorg Trading Corporation expanding its New 
York drop to prewar proportions, spies and all. 

What folly! Whatever you may think of East-West trade, 
here surely is a wonderful example of Communist leverage— 
the ability of the Soviets, with little or no effort or outlay, 
to manipulate a small chink in Western armor into a great 
big hole. Because Europe is so eager to export again, the 
Soviets can now work the same old shell game, paying off in 
slave-labor gold and political blackmail. Yet a mere 2% in- 
crease in trade within the Free World—for instance between 
Europe and America—would more than compensate for the 
complete elimination of all East-West trade whatsoever. 

Since the Randall report failed to give Eufope enough hope 
for even such an increase, it is now up to the President to 
prove that it is still a far better bet for Europe than anything 
the Soviets can offer. To do this, he will have to accept a po- 
litical battle with the forces of protectionism, chiefly in Con- 
gress, who stultified the Randall report. He should announce 
and defend a genuinely liberal Administration trade pro- 
gram. He should say clearly why greater imports are in our 
national interest (instead of implying, as Randall did, that 
they are a favor we do for foreigners). He should be much 
clearer about the conditions and the need for currency con- 
vertibility, a goal which other nations are unlikely to reach 
without American help. 

At the same time he need not throw the whole Randall 
report away; for he will find buried in its feeble prose some 
strong arguments against the protectionists with whom he 


must do battle. For instance, the report contains a plan by 
David McDonald of the C.1.0. for government help to indus- 
tries and labor that might suffer from lower tariffs. It reveals 
how small, and how easily handled, the pains of tariff reduc- 
tion would really be, A 50% cut in all U.S. tariffs, the Randall 
staff estimates, would affect not more than 100,000 jobs. Yet 
two million Americans change their jobs every month with- 
out undue turmoil, and the number of new jobs that would 
be created by general trade expansion is not even reckoned 
in this estimate. Although the other Randall commissioners 
rejected McDonald's plan, the President could well make 
its arguments his own. 

Another protectionist position is that tariffs defend Ameri- 
can wages against “cheap foreign labor.” But the Randall 
report says, “Differences in cost provide the foundation of 
international trade, just as such differences make possible 
trade within nations. Neither low wages nor low unit labor 
costs, in and of themselves, constitute ‘unfair competition.’ ” 
This statement pierces a fallacy which has been the chief 
bulwark of U.S. protectionism ever since the “infant-indus- 
try” argument went out of style. If held to, it portends a 
revolution in American attitudes, with a more liberal trade 
policy the inevitable result, 

Thus the President has, in the Randall report, the ingre- 
dients of a very strong message to Congress, affirming his de- 
termination to lead the Free World into a system of converti- 
ble currencies and expanding multilateral trade. The debate 
that would follow such a message could show the world that 
the whole direction of U.S. opinion, and therefore of ultimate 
US. policy, is shifting toward freer trade. 

If the fact of this shift can be established by presidential 
leadership, then the actual legislative accomplishment of 
1954 does not have to be spectacular in order to be convine- 
ing. The U.S. could exert some leverage of its own. For Euro- 
pean businessmen are much more interested in the trend and 
reliability of U.S. trade policy than they are in the level of 
any particular tariff. If the trend is right, they will invest in 
this and other Free World markets the energy now misspent 
in Moscow. 

USS. protectionism will not vanish overnight. Its liquida- 
tion will be fuzzy and undramatic, like the Randall report. 
Buta firm presidential lead will make clear that we are getting 
there. The protectionists are being deprived of their argu- 
ments. The votes are just a question of time.

Lire photographer becomes His Excellency, talks to Russian host 
and does about as well with him as the diplomats—if not better 


In East Berlin, the Big Four foreign ministers 
were about to give up hope that their conference 
would produce any results, But Russia’s Molotov 
gave a lavish musical party and reception at the 
Soviet embassy. Lire Photographer Tom McAvoy 
was among the uninvited. He decided to go any- 
way, and although nobody was getting much out 
of Molotov last week, McAvoy did as well as any, 
if not better. This is his account: 


Thad been trying for two weeks to get permis- 
sion from the Ru to photograph one of 
the social functions in their embassy. The 
answer was always nyet, no photographers 
allowed. But I decided to show up at the Feb. 4 
party anyway. I started by ordering the “big- 
gest black car in Berlin,” I did this in my k 
Baltimore French, repeating over and over, 
"Cadi-yac, Cad The man at the other 
end of the phone had never been to Baltimore. 
First he sent a pint-sized Volkswagen, which I 
waved away. Then came a Mercedes which at 
least was black. 

I explained to the driver, “Look, I want to 
go to the Russian embassy. I have no invita. 
tion, no credentials, nothing. Will you act like 
I'ma Very Important Person? When you come 
to a policeman, talk fast and I'll wave some 
kind of card. If you think you can’t do this 
Pll go back and get another car and driver.” 

“Hmmm. This is good,” said the driver. 
“Let us go.” 

And go we did at 60 mph through three con- 
trol points, with the driver shouting some- 
thing at policemen in German and me waving 
my French press card. At the Soviet embassy 
the driver screeched to a halt, opened the car 
door with a flourish and bowed. His Excellency 
Thomas McAvoy was in the Soviet embassy. 
All the startled Soviet soldiers did was salute. 

But looming up on the left was a Soviet 
plain-clothesman. In English he said to me as I 
waved my French press card, “This is not the 
right invitation. 

“This is a special invitation,” I replied ic 
“You see it is marked here with a red, white 
and blue.” (French press cards have a re- 
splendent tricolor band across the face.) 

That sent the plain-clothesman scurrying 
upstairs for instructions, leaving me alone. I 
sweated it out for five minutes, listening to 
encores coming from the upstairs concert hall. 

Suddenly the doors opened and people began 
streaming out. I walked upstairs and hurried 
into the crowd. 

T saw Molotov talking with some Russians. 
I sauntered over quietly, slipped my camera 
from under my suitcoat and took some pic- 
tures, In a flash there was an MVD man at my 
side. He didn’t say anything, but every time I 
raised the camera he would push me a little bit. 

Then Molotoy started talking and joking. I 
raised my camera and an MVD man stepped in 
front of me. I ducked to the right; he ducked 
to the right. I ducked to the left; so did he. 
Finally I feinted to the left, stopped short, 
came back right and while the MVD man was 
trying to get back in line I had more pictures.

Another waiter popped up. I tried to say no 
but they insisted.

Mexican workers create pandemonium trying to get U.S. farm jobs 


In the hot, dusty sunlight a surging, shrill-voiced crowd of Mexican bra- 
ceros (farmworkers) had collected at the twin border towns of Mexicali 
(in Mexico) and Calexico (in the U.S.), jostling each other to get harvest- 
time jobs in California’s rich Imperial and Coachella Valleys. The three- 
year-old Mexican-U.S. treaty under which American teams had recruited 
Mexican labor for orderly entry into the U.S. each year had lapsed on 
Jan. 15 and the word had spread throughout Mexico that good jobs were 
available up north. Crops were ready for picking and the wealthy valley 
farmers were asking for extra laborers—200,000 had been admitted legal- 
ly last year, aside from the million-odd “wetbacks” or illegal entrants. 
At first, after the treaty lapsed, Mexican officials tried to contain the 
flow and even helped catch the wetbacks (left). Then they suddenly re- 
moved all restraints. The American Border Patrol was all but over- 
whelmed. As the first workers were let through for processing, the crowd’s 
crush became punishing. Braceros were hurled into the arms of border 
cops. Sombreros and shoes were torn off. Then suddenly the word went 


out that the day’s quota of 576 laborers had been signed, and the crowd 
receded. But the next day the braceros collected again by the thousands. 
The competition for jobs went on, morning after morning, all week.

belonging to my father, Frederick Hill Meserve. (At 88 he is still add- 
ing to this, the last of such great picture collections to remain in 
private hands. The others are now all owned by universities, li- 
braries or institutions.) 

[held old collodion negatives up to the light and went through 
cabinet after cabinet crammed with pictures of the period, I came upon 
the photograph of a dog mixed in with the impressive likenesses of 
Army officers. There was something curiously moving about this 
rough-coated, stubby-tailed little animal, stiffly posed and, I thought, 
obviously trying desperately to obey the order to hold still. The back 
of the card read “F. W. Ingmire, Photographer, Springfield, Ill.” Be- 
neath the picture were the printed words: PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S DOG. 

A dog always belongs really to the children in a family, so I de- 
termined to find out eve ything I could about this one. In 1940 good 
fortune led me straight to the knowledge I sought. In June of that 

ir I went with my father to Lincoln Memorial University in Ten- 
nessee where he was being awarded an honorary degree. One of the 
guests was Isaac Diller of “Springfield, known as the only person still 
living who had been photographed with Lincoln. Mr. Diller had been 
a playmate of the Lincoln children.

Did Mr. Dill lo? He did. After three days of remin 
he also suggested that I get in touch with John Linden Roll, a neigh: 
bor in Springfield who was also in his 86th year. When the Lincolns 
went to Washington, Fido had been given to John. 

In the end, after corresponding with these two old men, delving 
into little-known documents and records, and visiting Springfield to 
walk in and out of the Lincoln house and along the stre 
lots to the Roll house, I was able to piece together this story of Fido. 


Do's date of birth is unknown. He may have been a small yellow 

butterball of a puppy in 1855—it may have been for his benefit 
that a bill presented to A. Lincoln in that year by the Corneau and 
Diller Drugstore listed “Bottle Vermifuge—25¢."” We do know that 
in his frisky middle age Fido rolled on the floor with Mr. Lincoln and 
his boys, ending the fun in a breathless pinwheel chase after his own 
tail. And this put Mr. Lincoln in mind of the conundrum: “Tf you call 
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LINCOLN’S LOST DOG continueo 


a tail a leg, how many legs does a dog have?” He caught his small 
sons with this one. “Five? No, you're wrong. Calling a tail a leg 
don’t make it a leg.” 

Up through the spring of 1860, the year Mr. Lincoln was nominated 
for the presidency, Fido's must have been a carefree life. But every- 
thing changed on May 18, the day Mr. Lincoln was nominated. Every 
church bell in Springfield was ringing, cannons boomed, boys explod- 
ed firecrackers. That evening at the Lincoln home, hurrahing men and 
women and children pushed through the front door into the parlor 
and out the kitchen way. At this hour Fido usually lay asleep on the 
floor, but that night there could have been no thought of sleep. There 
was nothing to do but craw! to the old horsehair sofa and hide under 

it, trembling the way he did dur- 

ing summer storms. (Mrs. Lincoln 

; shared the dog’s fear of thunder and 

! lightning. She would stand trem- 

bling in the center of the room, away 
from draughts, until Mr. Lincoln 
hurried home from the law office, 
as he always did, to reassure her.) 

The morning after the nomina- 
tion Fido trotted along behind Mr. 
Lincoln as he walked as usual to 
market with basket on arm, but the 
walk was interrupted every few feet 
by people who made the candidate 
stop and talk. This day Mr, Lincoln 
did not let Fido, as he sometimes 
did, carry a parcel in his mouth. 
There was no chance today of a call 
on Billy the Barber, the remarka- 
ble West Indian Negro—flute play- 
er, poet, philosopher—whom Lin- 
coln liked to visit, lounging around 
long after his shave and haircut to 
swap stories with the other men 
while Fido waited outside in unhur- 
ried communion with the other animals attending their masters. 

The commotion affected even Old Bob, the Lincoln horse in the 
carriage house at the rear of the yard. Today his master came to feed 
him but did not spend the usual extra moment to rub his nose or ex- 
amine his shoes. Mr. Lincoln left hurriedly, with Fido running after. 

In the evening the notification committee—one man from each 
state in the union—arrived by train from Chicago to inform their 
candidate formally that he was chosen. That night Fido raced up and 
down the street with the children of the neighborhood, who were 
laboring to keep the big bonfires going. Willie was seen contributing 
what had clearly been a part of someone’s front fence only a few 
moments before. 

July was a month of heavy rains, a double hardship to Tad and Fido, 
for they were confined to the house and had to keep quiet as well. 
Nine-year-old Willie lay upstairs dangerously ill with scarlet fever. 

After a downpour Tad and his dog would venture out along side- 
walks littered with fallen branches, both enjoying the feel of smooth 
mud oozing between their toes. At walk’s end the fine Lincoln carpet 
and the black horsehair covering of the furniture could be saved only 
by a stern warning from Mrs. Lincoln, and what looked like two clay 
figures had to proceed directly to 
the backdoor well to wash. 

Even in days of comparative 
quiet there were many strangers 
arriving at that corner of Eighth 
and Jackson Streets. They patted 
Fido’s head and received his paw ; 
prints on their party clothes as 
mementos of their proximity to sop terty 
fame. Billy Herndon, Me. Lin. Wile S 
coln’s younger law partner, now 
working alone in the office on the 
square, remarked disgustedly that 
people were begging for a hair = => 
from the tail of Old Bob, and that 
even the dog running about the 
Lincoln house assumed a form of 
“beauty and power.” 

But Fido had no power to alter 
a fateful decision. After Mr. Lin- 
coln was elected he gave his two 
sons a sad piece of news. It would 
be better, he said, for Fido not to

come to Washington. A train filled to capacity and lurching and 
speeding across the country at 30 mph would be no place for a dog. In 
vain did Tad plead, “I could take care of him, Pa.” 

The problem was, what to do with their old friend and pet. There 
were so many children whom Mr. Lincoln knew because he had put 
up rope swings for them, let them sit on his tall shoulders when there 
was a circus parade, played marbles with them, told them stories 
about a bear hunt or the Indian war he was in and about the river 
pirates he had fought with on the Mississippi. 

There were Henry Remann and his sister Josephine. Once Mr. 
Lincoln had run all the way to the railroad station with Josephine’s 
trunk when the hackman forgot to come for it and the little girl was 
crying out in front of her house. 

There was Johnny Kaine, to whom 
Mr. Lincoln had given a 25¢ dona- 
tion for a new pump for the juvenile 
fire brigade. 

There were the three Dubois boys, 
Fred and Jess and Link. One dark 
night they had hidden behind a fence 
and knocked off Mr. Lincoln’s stove- 
pipe hat with a stick as he went by. 
‘Then they all shouted and jumped 
on him and clung to his hands, and 
he dragged them up the street to a 
store and treated them to cake and 
nuts, 

There was Dr. Melvin’s boy Char- 
lie, who always sat waiting on his 
gatepost to call, “Hello, Mr, Lin- 
coln.” One day, when Mr. Lincoln 
stood talking to a friend, Charlie had 
to shout his greeting over and over 
before he was heard. “What is it, 
Charlie?” Mr. Lincoln asked at last. 
Flustered, Charlie suddenly didn’t 
know what it was, so he cried out, 
“Huwwah for you!” Mr. Lincoln laughed and laughed and told about 
it later in Washington. 

Next there was litle TeaaoiDiller, a yenryounger itien Tad Teane’s 
father Roland was the owner of Diller’s drugstore. He sold the Lin- 
colns their castor oil and soap, cologne, cough medicine, candy 
vanilla, hair balsam, ipecac, calomel and restorative. On a hot sum- 
mer day Mr. Lincoln liked to go there to sit at the fountain, a recent 
novelty, holding a glass of fruit-flavored soda water alternately to 
Tad’s and to Willie's thirsty mouths. Fido was very much at home 
there, and a drugstore dog would have the best of care should he be 
taken sick, 

But all in all, perhaps the Roll family was best. John Linden Roll 
and Frank Roll, gentle, serious children, were about the same ages as 
Willie and Tad. Fido had always made a fuss over them, licking their 
hands and running halfway home with them when they left after play- 
ing with him. Moreover their father, John Eddy Roll, was Lincoln's 
oldest friend in ingfield. John Eddy Roll liked to recollect the 
day when the traveling magician came to town and asked for some- 
one’s hat to cook an omelet in and Abe hesitated, as he said, not out 
of fear for his battered hat but out of respect for the eggs. 

But Fido didn’t have to move 
for a while yet. The new year 
came, and then on Jan. 30 the 
public auction of the Lincoln fur- 
niture. Dr. Melvin took the big 
four-poster bed but, fortunately 
for Fido, it was Mr. John Eddy 
Roll who carried away the parlor 
horsehair sofa of mahogany ve- 
neer. It was more than seven feet 
long. Mr. Lincoln had had it built 
especially for himself, as no other 
piece of furniture allowed him to 
stretch out full length. This fa- 
miliar landmark, its underside 
Fido’s refuge in times of stress, 
was a piece of his old life coming 
with him into the new, 

Almost too late, Willie and Tad 
suddenly remembered they had 
= no picture of Fido to take away to 
Washington with them.

young masters. They trooped over to F. W. Ingmire’ 's studio on the 
west side of the square. Mr. Ingmire draped a piece of fancy ma- 
terial over a washstand and put Fido on top as if on a royal couch. 
Willie and Tad watched but did not get into the picture. 

At 7 in the morning of Feb. 11, Mr. Lincoln stood in the depot 
waiting room, taking his neighbors’ hands in his to say goodby as 
he climbed on the train. Johnny Kaine had brought his drum 
and now stood beating on it. Fourteen-year-old Lincoln Dubois— 
“Link”—pressed himself tight against the bumper of the car, 
looked up and saw tears in Mr. Lincoln’s eyes, saw his lips 
tremble. 

The Roll boys had been given explicit instructions for Fido’s 
care. They had promised never to leave him tied up in the back- 
yard by himself. He was not to be scolded for wet or muddy or 
dusty paws. He was to be allowed inside whenever he scratched 
at the door and be allowed in the dining room at dinner time 
because he was used to being given tastes by everybody around 
the table. 

For a time there is no record of Fido. Then almost three years 
later, after Willie had died in the White House, came a letter of 
condolence to the President from his old friend, Billy the Barber. 
“I was sorry to hear of the death of your son Willy. I thought 
him a Smart lad for his age, so Considerate, so Manly; his Knowl- 
edge and good Sence, far exceeding Most boys far advanced in 
years yet the time comes to all, all must die. Tell Taddy that 
iis (and Willys) Dog is alive and Kicking doing well as he stays 
Mostly at John E. Rolls with his Boys. . 


saac Dien never forgot the morning of April 15, 1865. His fam- 

ily was sitting down to breakfast when they got the word that 
Mr. Lincoln had been assassinated the night before, Every mem- 
ber of the group burst into tears. 

Not far away Dr. Melvin’s little girl, Mary Todd, the namesake 
often mentioned by the First Lady in letters home, was lying in 
her trundle bed beside the big four-poster that had been the laa. 
colns’. Her nurse, who had been early to market, came running 
back to tell what she had heard. Mary remembered her father’s 
sitting up straight in the bed and exclaiming, “Is it possible? Is it 
possible? Who could think of killing so great and good a man!” 

Soon Old Bob, the horse, was brought out again. Only a week 
before, at the time of Lee’s surrender, he had been taken out of 
pasture and decorated with flags and led through rejoicing streets. 
On May 4 a black mourning blanket was laid across his back and 
he was led to the Lincoln home and photographed, standing there 
waiting for the funeral procession to start. Search the picture as 
you may, there is no trace of Fido. Nor can he be seen in the 
photograph of the crowd waiting at the station for the black-draped 
train with its tolling bell, or in that of the assembly on the quiet 
hillside where the extra-long coffin and the short one holding Wil- 
lie were laid to rest. 

Less than a year later the tragedy which seemed to follow the 
whole Lincoln family overtook Fido. This is what happened, as 
little Johnny Roll, an old man in his 90th year, wrote it to me in a 
shaking, penciled scrawl only a few weeks before his death: 

“We possessed the dog for a number of years when one day the 
dog, in a playful manner put his dirty paws upon a drunken man 
sitting on the street curbing [who] in his drunken rage, thrust 
a knife into the body of poor old Fido. He was buriéd by loving 
hands. So Fido, just a poor yellow dog met the fate of his illustrious. 
master—Assassination.”

PAID but one visit to the Kremlin. It was to see no exalted offi- 

cial, as I had hoped some thousands of miles away. It was to watch 
more than 2,000 scrubbed and smiling children in the grand palace 
dance and clap under a towering Christmas tree (to the Soviets just 
a fir tree), whose lights and ornaments glittered spectacularly under 
the ma 

For the first 10 days of the new year, some 50,000 lucky children 
of Moscow reveled in this unprecedented treat. A benign blond dancer 
from the Bolshoi Theater, wrapped in bunny fur, presided over fes 
tively costumed jesters and princesses and puppets, all of them gaily 
waving red “peace” banners. The boys, in neat black suits and red 
ties, and the girls, in black dresses and white smocks, stared in open- 
mouthed awe at the 18 great spiral marble columns and at the walls 
inscribed minutely with the names of honored czarist regiments and 
warriors. In the 15th Century Granovitaya Hall, where once Peter the 
Great welcomed foreign ambassadors, the girls danced graceful minu- 
ets under venerable frescoes on Biblical themes. And well-rehearsed 
voices of both boys and girls cheerily caroled the Soviet Youth Song 
for Peace: “We are all for peace, the peoples give their oath. ...” 

When I left the festivities behind, walking by guards at the Boro- 
itski Gate who did not even bother to check passes, [ felt that my 
it to the Kremlin had packed all the political drama of a straw- 
berry festival. Yet what I had witnessed—incongruous and without 
precedent in the memories of Moscow citizens—was a comical token 
of the slowly shifting manners and ways of the Kremlin. 

To see this change in more sensible proportion, one must go back 
to last Nov. 7 and the celebration of the 36th anniversary of the 
October Revolution, during which Foreign Minister Molotov played 
host to hundreds of Communist officials and foreign diplomats. At a

large table set for the top Soviet leaders present in the official recep- 
tion room, Molotoy had with him four fellow members of the Presid- 
ium: Defense Minister Nikolai Bulganin, F Deputy Premier Lazar 
Kaganovich, Anastas Mikoyan, Minister of Internal Trade, and Mik- 
hail Pervukhin, Minister of Electric Power Stations and the rical 
Industry. East German Communist Leader Walter Ulbricht was there 
also. Without preamble, Molotov invited into the party the ambassa- 
dors of the L Great Britain, France, China, Burma and Argen- 
tina and their w he hours-long scene that followed is etched 
vividly in the memories of all who. witnesse d its 

With the flowing vodka and champagne, spirits rose and tongues 
loosened. Bulganin, never noted for moderate drinking, brought the 
French ambassador near di spair with rapid-fire tc until Bulganin 
had to be escorted out. His deputy, Marshal Geo: ukoy, was sum- 
moned to take his seat. Kaganovich, a burly old-guard revolutionary 
with hands like banana bunches, repeatedly bellowed long, orthodox 
Bolshevik toasts, to the evident boredom of all his colleagues. One 
such discourse, hailing the unison of the many nationalities in the 
Soviet Union (which he enumerated at painful length), finally pro- 
voked the waspish Armenian humor of Mikoyan. As the list of toasted 
republics neared an end, he snapped, “And why forget the Georgians?” 

The ghost of Beria spiraled up from every raised glass of vodka. 

As the toasts circled the table, the call passed to L Ambassa- 
dor Bohlen. He alluded briskly to the undefined ideal of “peace,” 
chanted so passionately by Soviet propaganda, and said, “I propose a 
toast to what alone has meaning: peace—with justice.” A few of his 
hosts swallowed hard. Later, the rotation of toasts reached Bohlen 
again and he returned sharply to his theme for the evening: “We 
seem to have so much trouble agreeing on the definition of peace that 
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I must suggest it has a simple meaning to me—the resolve never to 
cross a border bearing arms. Let us drink—against the makers of suc! 
aggression.” A soft silence preceded the drinks. 

‘As the peppered vodka flowed faster, the barbs exchanged among 
the Soviet officials, murmured aside or aloud, almost monopolized 
the conversation. Replying to a toast by Mikoyan, Bohlen mentioned 
having read a recent speech of the Minister of Internal Trade. When 
Mikoyan professed delighted surprise that his speech had commanded 
such attention, Molotov growled, “You should be surprised—your 
speeches are not often read.” 

Mikoyan’s chance came a few moments later. Having toasted all 
the foreign ladies present, Mikoyan came to his climax: “I propose 
we drink to that great woman without whom her husband could 
scarcely have achieved such eminence, his devoted companion, his 
helper ever by his side—Madame Molotov.” The irony could not 
have been more biting: Madame Molotov, having been ousted from 
two high offices for general incompetence, has rarely even been seen 
in Moscow the last couple of years. 

Molotoy brought upon himself the most pained moment of the 
evening. Idle chatter about the day’s parade carried him into re- 
marks to the effect that parades were the perfect occupation for 
armies. With heavy-handed humor, he shortly found himself clum- 
sily jibing at Zhukoy with suggestions that such fancy-dress affairs 
were the supreme function of armies. Whether or not it was precise- 
ly this that nettled Zhukov, his toast, when he rose, was spoken with 
crisp dignity: “I should like merely to repeat the best toast made this 
evening—the toast of the American ambassador, to peace and to jus- 
tice.” After an instant’s pained silence, Zhukoy’s comrades hooted 
that repeating a previous toast was not admissible. Softly he said,

“Very well then. I drink simply to justice.” From the man who had 
just returned to high office from years of exile from Moscow imposed 
by Stalin, it was a wry and bitter toast. Lively chatter revived—but 
the evening was not quite the same after this. 

The curious gathering had one meaning greater than the faint light 
it shed upon personal relations among the Kremlin leaders. The mere 
occurrence of such an event, with Western diplomats participating, 
would have been preposterously unthinkable one year ago. The ban- 
ter and mockery were exchanged among men almost impudently 
savoring a sense of freedom from old constraint. 


Stalin’s public autopsy 


LMOST a year has now passed since the death of Josef Stalin. It 

has not been a year throwing brilliant light into all the dark re- 
cesses of Soviet policy and purpose. But it has made fairly clear 
the meaning of the end of “pure” Stalinism and the tide of events 
that followed. 

The day after Stalin’s death some of the Western press reported 
that citizens of Moscow were seen crying openly in the streets. It 
was never clearly explained that a bitter cold wave in Moscow also 
brought tears to the eyes of Western diplomats who felt no unbear- 
able personal loss. 

Be that as it may, no one has suggested that Stalin’s successors 
have since been seen to mourn—or even conspicuously to revere— 
their late leader. When Malenkov addressed the Supreme Soviet last 
August, the name of Stalin was mentioned only casually. When the 
Communist party issued a new “history” of the Bolshevik movement 
upon its 50th anniversary last summer, not a single one cf Stalin’s

shehev of the Soviet economy's grievous weaknesses add up to a 
kind of crude public autopsy on Stalinism itself. There is little 
more, short of outri agement, that could be done to 
. ently laid in so elegant a tomb. 
h brisk treatment would not have been accorded to a leader 
who, in the judgment of his successors. lived on as first in the 
hearts of his countrymen. On the contrary, they must have con- 
sidered that he had been closely associated with precisely those 
matters that most troubled his people. What were the: 
matters were plainly identified by the first decisions of his s 
cessors. The decisions, taken in the weeks immediately following 
his death, were three: 1) to end the fighting in Kore: 
lease the prominent doctors who had only a few weeks before been 
arrested by the MVD for allegedly tampering with the lives of 
high Soviet officials; and 3) to face the facts of economic life 
within the Soviet Union. And these decisions exposed the three 
deepest fears of the Russian people: 1) immediate war; 2) limitless 
secret-police power; and 3) economic misery. 

These facts, seen in the helpful light of after-the-event, suggest 
the frailty of one myth long accepted outside the Soviet Union. 
This was the fanciful view of Josef Stalin as a canny, almost con- 
servative Georgian surrounded by a gang of doctrinaire “wild men” 
whose fanaticism and irresponsibility even he could scarcely re- 
strain. The truth of the matter was simply summed up to me by 
one West European ambassador in Moscow acquainted with Soviet 
affairs for more than 15 years: “Wild men, these? I doubt if there 
are three calmer men in Russia than Malenkov, Khrushchev and 
Molotoy.” It is not hard to imagine the reactions of such realistic 
men to the major events of Stalin’s senility: the rash Korean yen- 
ture perfectly designed to speed the West's rearming and, at 
home, the pitiless pressure for industrialization at any human cost, 


The three choices 


UT the heirs of Stalin had to face one choice before all 

others, one decision “by which all others would be governed”: 
the very form of their government. Their dilemma can scarcely 
be exaggerated. There were but three alternatives from which to 
choose. The first was to engage in a bloody personal struggle for 
power—which might swiftly destroy everything around them. The 
second was to surrender to one man the limitless personal power of

They picked the third alternative as the only road that did not 
lead backwards. They separated the offices of party secretary and 
president of the council, They entered some kind of understand- 
ing that the personal trappings of Stalinist absolutism would be 
banned (in which spirit all mention even of Malenkov’s birthday 
last Jan. 8 was banned from thé Soviet press). And they set to 
work (as one Western diplomat put it) “to clean up some of the 
dirty mess that Uncle Joe had left.” 

As the world learned to its surprise and Lavrenti Beria to his 
immense sorrow, however, all was not in smooth working order 
for some months. Precisely what chain of events late last June 
summoned army tanks into the center of Moscow and Beria to the 
cellar of Lubyanka is, of course, beyond the knowledge of all but 
a handful of men rarely yoluble about such affairs. 

Yet it is not necessary to presume some gory and thrilling per- 
sonal vendetta as the cause of Beria’s fate. The desirability of his 
removal followed logically, probably inevitably, from the new po- 
litical arrangements. The MVD was the identifying mark and the 
indispensable support of such a personal tyranny as Stalin's. Its 
limitless, rapacious powers had been conferred to fill precisely that 
one kind of role and its great corollary: to help exact the sacrifices 
necessary for the fierce pace of industrialization. The marks of 
the new scheme spelled a perfect reversal” of these conditions. 
In the economy, if the mammoth burden of industrialization was 
not to be direcily eased, at least those bearing it were to be prom- 
ised more decent material rewards. In the government itself, the 
police power of Beria, no longer anchored to a dictator, was worse 
than an anachronism. It was a darkly drifting threat to the whole 
precarious balance of power. Such were what the Kremlin leaders 
would call “the objective realities.” They faced those realities in 
the only way known to them. 

The news of these events inspired in the West two theories 
which, by repetition, won certain fashion. The first speculated that 
Beria had been less anti-Western than his colleagues, more alert to 
world affairs, more tractable on foreign policy. The refusal of Amer- 
ica to assume a “softer” policy had undercut his position, hence 
his removal signified a victory of the “war faction” in Moscow. 

It has never been clear what threads of fact could be woven 
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into this theory. There is nothing whatsoever in the known record 
of Beria’s public life to cast him in such a benign role. Not a single 
Western diplomat I met in Moscow knows the slightest evidence 
to confirm it. 

A second theory, enlivened by the report that a Soviet army 
marshal presided at the “trial” of Beria, has hopefully speculated 
that the apparent checking of the powers of the MVD was paral- 
leled by the swift ascent in political power of the Soviet army. 
From this has followed the yet more sanguine speculation that 
the army may be looked to as a kind of independent force to im- 
pose sensible restraint upon party and government leaders. For 
several reasons this seems at best wishful oversimplification, The 
assignment of an army marshal to preside over Beria’s judicial 
funeral seems less a sign of the military's assertiveness than an 
understandable desire of the “coalition” to remind the people 
generally and the MVD particularly that the weight of the army 
stands behind the new order. The Communist party's infiltration 
and control of the army, certainly at least since the great purge 
of the late °30s, have been confident and unchallenged. And finally 
it is worth recalling that Russian history is barren of any tradition 
of boldly independent political action’ by the army: Russia has 
never given birth to a Bonaparte. 


The pattern follows the design 


HE Beria affair aside, the months of “collective rule” have 
cen other seeming digressions and contradictions, such as 
the initial refusal and then agreement to join in the foreign 


ters’ meeting which began Jan. 25. But the final pattern of 
sions, on both domestic and foreign affairs, quite faithfully 
follows the design from the outset. The facts speak bor themselves. 
> In foreign relations: Severed diplomatic relations were resumed 
with Greece, Yugoslavia and Israel. Frivolous Stalinist claims upon. 
Turkey were renounced and quiet diplomatic talks on outstanding 
disagreements were undertaken with Iran. Talks on atomic energy 
have been resumed, even though under much needling, after 
years of silence in this area. Some Soviet wives of foreign citizens 
were finally permitted to leave the country. ‘The law prohibiting 
marriage to foreigners was rescinded. 

» In the economy: The deliberate, dramatic shift of attention 
from industrialization to consumer-goods production—however 
much it all yet lies in the realm of promise—committed the gov- 
ernment to a new course. Public speeches, hundreds of decrees, a 
drumbeat press campaign have left nothing undone to excite the 
expectations of the whole Russian people. Beyond the promises 
have come a few concrete actions: raised prices and lowered quo- 
tas for the peasant, a 50% cut in the demands made on all workers 
for the “voluntary” state loan. The new rulers have identified 
themselves with the new program as personally as possible, Men 
like Mikoyan and Khrushchev and Malenkov himself have appeared 
at party meetings during the last month in the local raions near 
Moscow to carry promise and exhortation directly to the people. 
> In politics: The “collective leadership” under whose banner 
the Stalin-Beria political machine was effectively broken has been 
translated by all organs of Soviet propaganda into a promise of 
orderly government and legal procedures. As carly as a month 
‘ter Stalin’s death Pravda was delivering editorial sermons on 
“the inviolable rights of Soviet citizens,” was excoriating leaders 
who “conduct themselves as if they alone knew everything.” In 
January, State Prosecutor Roman Rudenko brought the year's 
campaign to a climax with the declaration: ‘The Central Commit- 
tee of the Party and the Soviet government have adopted a number 
of measures assuring unremitting and systematic control . . . over 
activities and branches of the Soviet apparatus including organs 
of the MVD.” An amnesty in March was designed to give some 
weight to all such assertions, and, while its true extent is beyond 
knowing, reports of returning PWs suggest that sizable numbers 
were released. It is easy and necessary to note the essential super- 
ficiality of all such gestures, But it is also worth noting that such 
gestures and language have been unknown in the Soviet Union 
since the end of the great purge in 192 
> In cultural affairs: Hints of mended ways are not missing here. 
In music, Composer Aram Khachaturian, recanting his recanting 
of six years ago, has now dared to declare that “a creative problem 
cannot be solved by bureaucratic means. . . . Let the artist be 
trusted more fully.” In literature Ilya Ehrenburg, still nimble 
after so many years of tortuous zigzagging along the ideological 
line, has publicly opined that great books are not produced: by 
government fiat. In the Pushkin Museum, whose cellar was lately 
filled with French Impressionist paintings declared heretical under

Stalinism, one can once again see the warming colors of Renoir, 
Degas, Manet.

In this spirit, there is now showing in central Moscow a not 
very witty but pointed satiric play, Where Is That Street? Where Is 
That House? Its jibes hit irreverently at a series of some of the 
more nonsensical shibboleths of the Soviet society. The despair- 
ing lover groans at length, threatens to commit suicide, then 
catches his own ideological lapse: “Oh, I forgot. I can’t—T'm a 
member of a trade union.” The impassioned lover climaxes his 
fervent protestations with: “It will be so forever and always, and 
I promise never to interfere with your meeting your production 
norms.” In the memory of Western veterans on the Moscow scene, 
the sustained mockery of this play has never before been seen 
on the Soviet stage. 

From theater satire to farm-procurement prices, from the prom- 
ises of fresh vegetables to thumping propaganda for the peace 
ign, from the Korean truce to pious protestations of legal 
ice—the clarity of the pattern seems plain. The dictates of 
and economic reform are one and the same. A 
's own practical dread of one-man rule cannot let 
the special weapons of such rule, the secret police, run amuck. 
me embarking on a perilous political experiment without 
edent, compelled by its own decision to shun the pomp and

A bourgeois pressure 


THER pressures too are felt. Greatest among them comes from 

a “Bolshevik bourgeoisie,” a vast army of prosperous bureau- 
crats, industrial chieftains, highly paid technicians, pampered art- 
s and intellectuals. These are enjoying something like pre-1914 
middle-class advantages. They are all flexing their official muscles 
more freely since the death of Stalin and hunger for a few of the 
ornaments of life so long erased from the Soviet scene. The mas- 
sive weight of their wishes cannot fail to exact from the new 
regime goods and comforts more exciting than orange-colored ray- 
on lampshades. No ideological compunction inhibits their rejoicing 
in the state’s repeated recourse to “material incentives” to fire 
the whole economy. They cannot but be glad to see, as they have 
been seeing on the food counters of their stores, goods appear in 
individual wrappers that identify their favorite producers—an as- 
tonishing insinuation of almost “brand” merchandising under the 
names of competing socialistic factories. 

Alll these are but shadowy outlines of a slowly stirring social 
process that might provoke the sanguine Western observer to 
wonder: may not these Marxists ultimately be their own gravedig- 
gers? An answer requires prophecy, and it is well known that 
prophecy in Soviet affairs is the peculiar profession of the fool or 
the charlatan. Awareness of this, however, compels no one to ig- 
nore clear facts or abhor logical inference. 
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The evidence suffices to sketch partial answers to some of the 
ruling questions in the minds of Western peoples. 


Is the Soviet state in chronic political trouble? 


There is slender evidence to believe so. Within the Kremlin 
necessity is the mother of unity however imperfect. Even the ap- 
pearance—and disappearance—of another Beria tomorrow would 
be less a signal for the state to fall in ruins than a sign that some- 
one had been caught trying to break the balance upon which the 
fortunes and the lives of all today depend. 

No threat from other sources is any more v 
army has no reason to contemplate transferring its loyalty to— 
what? The MVD has been disciplined to serve new needs of new 
leaders, but its power to deal with popular dissent knows no limit 
but the promises of Pravda editorials. The titillating “freedom” 
nervously being tested by the intellectuals reflects the kind of 
tenuous dispensation which, if necessary, a vigilant party would 
instantly retract. There are, in short, a number of reasons to sup- 
port at least in part the sweeping private opinion of one Western 
European ambassador: “You are probably looking at one of the 
most stable governments in the world.” 
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Is the Soviet state in chronic economic trouble? 


It is, but short of crisis. True, the mania for industrialization 
has forced, as we have seen, an awesome depression of living 
standards. True, the industrial achievement, however formidable 
in some areas, has been less than a perfect triumph. Per capita 
production rates do not match those even of Western Europe. 
Technical skills (as is publicly lamented) remain scarce in a num- 
ber of industries. The transport system is wretchedly organized. 
(The railroad from Moscow to Stalingrad that took 384 hours some 69¢. 
75 years ago has now managed to cut its time by all of one-half regular sizes 
hour.) Operating losses (as Malenkov himself announced) are 

heavy in many industries, notably in coal and timber. Industrial 

establishments running in the red in 1952 cost the state losses of 

16 billion rubles.

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Newspaper ad 200 years ago 
set Columbia on its path 
of dedication to liberal arts 


From the sturdy, imposing structures and the ener- 
getic footwork of the scene at left to the more modest 
building and the sedate promenading of a handful of 
young men through the cemetery grounds at top 
right is seven miles and 200 years. Between them 
are the many milestones of an event which free men 
of the Western world are this year noting with sat- 
isfaction and ceremony—the bicentennial of Colum- 
bia University in New York. 

The date the celebration stems from, 1754, was a 
year in which some of the seeds of America’s great- 
ness were being planted. Benjamin Franklin pro- 
posed his farsighted but premature “Albany Plan” 
to bind the colonies into a union. A young officer of 
the king, 21-year-old George Washington, led an ad- 
vance party to Fort Duquesne, lost a battle but 
gained invaluable military experience. Thomas Jef- 
ferson, whose statue towers at left, was a diligent 
and independent lad of 11. 

In this same year a small group of New York citi 
zens, after having talked for years about establishing 
an educati tution similar to Harvard or Wil- 
liam and J 
up, at last did something about it. They raised 
£3,009 by lotteries and imported from Connecticut 
one Dr. Samuel Johnson, an Anglican minister and 
Yale graduate (and not related to Boswell’s great Dr. 
Joh dent of King’s College 
ollege of the Province of 
) w-York in America.” Dr. 
Johnson took space in the New-York Gazette, or 
Weekly Post-Boy to announce his intention to “set 
up a course of tuition . . . in th hool house, 
adjoining to Trinity Church. . . .” Eight students 
responded and Dr. Johnson was in business. For 
the first year he was the college's president and its 
only teacher. 

The Revolutionary War changed King’s College 
to Columbia College, and the years that since have 
passed have witnessed a steady expansion (right). 
Today Columbia University is the nation’s fifth larg- 
est. It has 25,000 students, 15 graduate schools, five 
other affiliated units (like Barnard College and Union 
Theological Seminary) in addition to its original 
undergraduate school. Its students (pp. 126, 127) 
come from 46 states and 50 countries. Its faculty 
(p. 125) are the peers of any in the educational 
world. Yet the heart of Columbia University, now 
as then, is “the college” with its 2,200 undergrad- 
uates, and the heart of the college is its dedication 
to the liberal arts. It is this side of Columbia which 
touched off a great reappraisal of American higher 
education and which, a

Thirty-five years ago, without fanfare, Columbia set 
in motion a revolution in American higher educa- 
tion. It came in the form of a course put together to 
acquaint students with the heritage that was at stake 
in World War I, a course in “War Aims” (la 
“Peace Aims”) that cut across traditional subject 
lines. Out of this came Columbia’s “Contemporary 
Civilization” and, subsequently, its “Humanities.” 

At the time, this move was a counterrevolution 
against educational extremists who in many places 
had broken down college work into fragments of 


too often were experts in small things and limited 
fields but were immature ignoramuses in larger, more 
fundamental matters. Columbia's concept was to ex- 
pose all students, of whatever background and future 
interest, to a core of common experience and learn- 
ing.

He went on to West Coast College: sunlit, 
spacious, surrounded by palm and eucalyp- 
tus. Columbia was never like this, he re- 
flected, and his pupils, in retrospect, seemed 
to him less athletic, less healthy, less har- 
moniously adjusted. The West Coast cam- 
pus was full of cheerful couples jouncing 
along with linked arms and books swinging 
in amorous unison. Little cars, with funny 
mottoes painted on their behinds, sped in 
every direction. Yet from conversations with 
his colleagues and with the young men them- 
selves the Columbia visitor got the impre:

They gave him the impression that they did not have 
to gulp down knowledge quite so rapidly: they felt it was all there, 
around them, being assimilated by osmosis, so it did not matter if 
they missed an hour’s lecture here and there. 

His Columbia pupils were less nonchalant. Some of them had to 
stand in the subway for an hour and a half before their first class, 
and then had to stand for another hour and a half on the way home, 
trying to recall and understand what they had heard and read 
and beginning to prepare their work for the next day.

pupils. A few Columbia professors and instructors invited under- 
graduates to their homes, but not many. There was nothing like 
the house system at Harvard or the college system at Yale, nothing 
like the close association of tutor and pupil at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. It was more like London or the Sorbonne. In a big city, 
pressures force people apart. 

On the other hand the same pressures make it difficult for Co- 
lumbia men to form into cozy little In-groups and chilly little 
Out-groups, worrying terribly about the next election to Eta Bita 
Pi, or spending 14 weeks on the effort to get good old Jo-Jo into 
the Cabal Club. Columbia is less fraternal, even less social, than 
other Eastern colleges of its own size. Its young men devote most 
of their time to reading and talking and thinking energetically 
about subjects that will be vital all through their lives. 
ere are a number of reasons for thi: 
st, Columbia chooses only promising students. Twenty-five 
hundred schoolboys apply every year. The admissions office takes 
in 700—less than one in three of the applicants, During the last 
few years three out of four freshmen admitted were in the top fifth 
of their high school class. The result is that it is quite difficult to 
teach at Columbia because you are likely to be confronted with 
tough questions or brilliant arguments from five or six different 
students at once. This helps to keep the faculty livel 

Then again it is obvious that New York is an exciting city. A 
young man coming in to spend four years in Manhattan, after 
being brought up in a small New England town, always finds that 
dozens of new ideas are generated in his mind. There is always more 
going on in New York than any individual, however energetic and 
versatile, can possibly cope with; and there are always more activi- 
ties on the Columbia campus than any student can follow. The dan- 
ger is not starvation but surfeit. Still, choice trains the will. _ 

Also, Columbia College is a small college, but it is part of a huge 
and active university. Students in their junior and senior years 
can (with permission) attend classes given by the top authorities 
in their fields, who usually teach only graduate students. The enor- 
mous university library is open to them, whereas in small colleges 
it is usually impossible to read an abstruse book or a specialist pe- 
riodical without borrowing it from some better endowed neighbor. 

Further, Columbia draws its students from an enormous field. 
The 2,200 young men at the college today come from nearly every 
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Milwaukee’s finest beer!

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state in the Union and from dozens of foreign countries. They 
come from no less than 300 different schools: 25% of them from 
preparatory schools and the others from public schools scattered 
all over the nation and the world. They stimulate each other by 
their very differences. ° 

It is restful to go to a small college which draws chiefly upon 
local schools, But it is exciting and challenging to rub shoulders 
with men who were born thousands of miles from you and brought 
up with sharply different values: it breeds competition and criti- 
cism, and it also provides a wonderful training in tolerance. Both 
criticism and tolerance make fine preparation for a career in this 
difficult 20th Century. 

So then, Columbia College students are molded into alert and 
energetic individuals—partly by one another, partly by the uni- 
versity, partly by the city and emphatically by the faculty. Every 
student has his own adviser who talks over his work and his future 
with him. If he gets into trouble, his case is sympathetically ex- 
amined by the entire teaching staff at a meeting where his record 
is thrown on a screen and those who know him best recommend 
the best ways of helping him. The result is that only 4% fail to 
make the grade and have to leave the college. 

How about the students’ minds? Are they naive extremists, or 
cold conservatives, or thoughtful middle-of-the-roaders? 

They seem to me to have more gumption than my friends and 
Thad when we were in college. They look further ahead. They are 
far less romantic, far more willing to learn by experience. They 
will not swallow a theory at one gulp. The events of the past 10 
years have toughen d sobered them, There was much Commu- 
nist and some Fascist propaganda in many universities, here and in 
Europe, during the '30s and early '40s. It has weakened, gone 
underground or died away. I remember, while Josef Stalin was 
still the trusting ally of Adolf Hitler, passing outdoor meetings day 
after day on the Columbia campus, at which skillful propagandists 
(introduced from outside) vituperated against the "imperialist war” 
and were heard with interest if not with complete approval. But 
that was 1940, There was no such demonstration against the Amer- 
ican reaction to Communist aggression in Korea; and the germ-war- 
fare slanders were ventilated at only one small and ineffective indoor 
meeting, led by a woman who has since left the campus altogether. 

The Columbia student, like his counterparts elsewhere, is still 
an idealist, as young men always are, but he wants to base his ideals 
on a hard foundation of fact and to take his time in building them. 
He is a crusader, but he has to know where the crusade is going 
and who is leading it. He patriot: he will not talk much about 
his patriotism, but if need be he will die for it. 


Any further generalizations about Columbia men are pretty sure 
to be wrong. Looking back on the years I have taught them, 
not see any remotest trace of uniformity. There was a boy from 
Arkansas with a ridiculous guffaw that set the whole class laugh- 
ing: he was good at Latin. There was a tall and thoughtful boy 
from a “progressive” school in an Eastern state whose chief prob- 
Jem was getting rid of the intellectual laziness he said the school 
had instilled into him: he entered government service and is doing 
well. There was a charming young man from Yugoslavia who had 
been at an American school and then Belgrade University: he il- 
luminated our discussion of Homer by telling the class about the 
heroic folk-poems still sung by Serbian bards. 

‘They are all individuals and all different. The one important thing 
(apart from their brains) which they all have in common is their 
love for the energetic old lady who is just celebrating her 200th 
birthday and is still, year after year, bringing up a new generation 
of alert and grateful sons.
